Chicago Protesting Begins

CHICAGO— A small, but ex- 
pected crowd of young militants 
erupted in violence last night in 
the Old Town district of Chi- 
cago. 

An early evening rally at Lin- 
coln Park, one of the battle 
grounds duringthe turbulent 1968 
Democratic Convention, was at- 
tended by some 700 demonstra- 
tors and scores of onlookers. 

The Weathermen, a militant 
faction of SDS, had announced 
earlier their intention to remain 
in the park past the 11 p.m. 
curfew. The Chicago Police De- 
partment countered saying the 
park would be closed as usual. 



After some three hours of rev- 
olutionary rhetoric, the crowd 
decided to move to the Drake 
Hotel where Federal Judge Julius 
Hoffman lives. Hoffman is presid- 
ing over the trial of the eight 
persons charged with conspiring 
to incite a riot during the 1968 
Democratic Convention. 

The crowd, by this time con- 
sisting of about 200 helmeted 
militants, moved toward the 
Drake Hotel armed with chains, 
clubs and bricks. 

They then jogged down Clark 
Street, leaving virtually no store 
windows unbroken. As the de- 
struction spread, dozens of car 
windows were smashed and 
apartment houses were attacked 
as were banks, new stands and 
private homes and burglar alarms 
set off throughout the neighbor- 
hood. In spite of the absence 
of police at this time, no looting 
was observed. 

The police department evi- 
dently watched the action closely 
and began to close in as the 
crowds moved faster. At Divi- 



ROTC Omits Uniform : 
Avoids Confrontation 



To "avoid confrontation,’ UK 
Army ROTC students will not 
wear their military uniforms on 
Vietnam War Moratorium Day 
next Wednesday. 

Wednesday is the day that 
Army ROTC students usually 
wear their uniforms to class. 

But Col. Eugene Small, chair- 
man pf the Department of Mil- 
itary Science, squelched rumors 
that his department would can- 
cel classes on Oct. 15, the day 
of the moratorium. 

‘‘I’m asking the cadets not 
to wear their uniforms on that 
date to avoid confrontation or 
harrassment only because they 
wear the uniform, ’ said Col. 
Small. “The purpose is so the 
cadet will not be put in a posit- 
ion where his person or dignity 
would be threatened, he added. 

"In effect, we’re quietly going 
about our business and avoiding 
placing our students in a dif- 
ficult position. We will discuss 
a related topic in all classes,’ 
he said, 

The topic is the right sand I im- 
itations of soldiers to dissent, 
or "rights inherent in the Con- 
stitution and the Uniform Mil- 
itary Code of Justice, and lim- 
itations imposed by his role as 
an agent of the government," 
said Col. Smith. 



"I don’t consider this a 
Mickey Mouse type of topic," 
he explained, since "each officer 
should know the rights of his 
soldiers." 

The colonel said that a soldier 
can express his opinion as a 
priv ate citizen, but not as a gov- 
ernment official. 

"I’m encouraged to vote . . . 
but I’m not authorized to speak 
for the government and express 
an incompatible position in a 
public capacity," he said. 

"We tell all of our students 
to make up their own minds, 
not as ROTC students, and to 
express themselves as individuals 
after they’ve examined both sides 
of a question— not so it will seem 
they are expressing an ROTC— 
imposed position,” Col. Samll 
indicated. 

Later he said, "We counsel 
students to arrive at their own 
opinions on the war." 

Col. John Sutton, chairman 
of the Department of Aerospace 
Studies, said the Vietnam Mora- 
torium Day will pose no prob- 
lem to Air Force ROTC students 
because "we normally wear uni- 
forms on Tuesday, and don’t 
have Wednesday classes at all. 



sion and State Streets the police 
blocked off the march. The dem- 
onstrators were turned, but not 
before serious confrontation oc- 
curred. 

At least one occupied patrol 
car was badly damaged when 
demonstrators rushed past, pelt- 
ing it with bricks and smashing 
the windows with their clubs. 

In retaliation, the police threw 
a few canisters of tear gas or 
Mace into the streets. In this 
skirmish at least one policeman 
was injured and more than a 
dozen demonstrators arrested. 

The crowd then turned and 
appeared to retreat as it reor- 
ganized. 

As the group moved along 
the north side of town, more 
windows were shattered and the 
police decided the time had come 
to end the affair. Streets were 
blocked by patrol cars for four 
square blocks as they moved in 
to scatter the crowd. 

It was at this time that a 
vigilante-type citizens reaction 
occurred. As the group moved 
through the crowd, lower middle 
class section of town, a number 
of furious residents emerged from 
the buildings with clubs and 
other weapons. 

As they yelled obscenities and 
threats, the crowd ignored them 
or retorted "Peace brother, join 
us and we’ll end the war.” 

At this point, one husky citi- 
zen passed by, dragging with his 
left hand a petite girl whose face 
was bleeding profusely. In his 
right hand he brandished a club. I 
The man slung her into a nearby

Committee Formed

Several local groups working 
on the Oct. 15 War Moratorium* 
program combined forces Tues- 
day night to form the Lexington 
Vietnam Moratorium Committee. 

Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety ( SDS), which initiated plans 
for observance of the nationwide 
Vietnam Moratorium at UK, was 
joined by a number of other 
groups including the Lexington 
Peace Council, the Women’s Lib- 
eration Croup, the U nitarian Uni- 
versal ists and a Transylvania Col- 
lege War Moratorium group. 

The joint committee is the 
result of several previous meet- 
ings of the various groups co- 
operating for the moratorium. 
No chairman heads the Commit- 
tee, but there is a steering com- 
mittee with members from the 
different organizations. 

Press Conference 
The Lexington Vietnam Mora- 
torium Committee held a press 
conference Wednesday morning 
at the Phoenix Hotel and re- 
leased a written statement of be- 
liefs recognizing the "sanctity 
of human life" and calling for 
renewed efforts in the search for 
peace in Vietnam. 

The Committee statement 
goes on to recognize the human 
suffering caused by the war and 
to condemn United States war 
policy, concluding: 

"We cannot continue the 
present agony of death and de- 
struction that is destroying Viet- 
nam, undermining our own social 
fabric, damaging our country’s 
name in the world community 
and eliminating any hope for 
world peace.” 

Singletary Contacted 
President Otis Singletary, who 
was asked by members of the 
committee to deliver the invoca- 
tion for the program, reportedly 
told the group that he would not 
be able to speak because he would 
be out of town during part of 
the day of the program. 

According to one committee 
member, the UK president gave 
his personal endorsement to the 
program and hopes to attend 
part of it. 

A committee spokesman said 
on the advice of President Single- 
tary, the committee approached 
Dr.J.R. Ogle tree, chairman of the 
University Senate executive com- 



mittee, to ask how to get cam- 
puswide cancellation of classes 
Oct. 15. 

Dr. Ogle tree affirmed that 
class cancellation must come 
through faculty senate action, 
but declined to have the execu- 
tive committee introduce a can- 
cellation motion. 

Chairman Ogle tree, accord- 
ing to committee sources, said he 
personally endorsed the morator- 
ium program if it doesn’t dis- 
rupt classes. 

A resolution is expected to be 
introduced at the University Sen- 
ate meeting on Monday proposing 
that the senate endorse the Mora- 
torium program and leavetoeach 
professor the decision of class 
cancellation, discussion, or indif- 
ference to the program. 

According to Karen Schroeder, 
a committee member, 37 univer- 
sities around the nation have 
cancelled all classes on the day 
of the moratorium. 

UK Program 

At UK the program will start 
at 10 a.m. and run throughout 
most of the day. 

For the formal program here, 
the committee has secured five 
speakers. Prof. Robert Sedler of 
the UK Law College will speak 
on "Nixon’s War" and the his- 
tory of war. Dr. Susan Drysdale, 
Department of Sociology, will 
discuss "Social Problems as Re- 
lated to the War.” 

Joseph Mulloy, former Appa- 
lachian Volunteer and draft re- 
sister, will speak on ‘The Draft.” 
Philosophy graduate student 
Ralph Lumas is to talk about his 
experiences in the Army, and Dr. 
Joseph Gardner, of the English 
department, has not yet an- 
nounced a topic. 

Twice during the day the 
“War Game,” a British Broad- 
casting Corp.-produced movie 
about World War III, will be 
shown. Folk singers and poetry 
readings will be presented also. 

Demonstrations 

Parade permits were secured 
Wednesday from local authori- 
ties for planned marches from 
the campus to the Fayette County 
Courthouse. 

There will be two marches 
converging on the courthouse one 
from UK and the other from 
the Transylvania University cam- 
pus. The marches are scheduled 
to begin at 3 p.m.

Toward Liberation

Why is it assumed that the wedding is 
the pinnacle of a woman’s life (with 
having children perhaps running a close 
second)? It is considered her highlight. 
All attention is focused on her as she 
selects her bridal gown, china, and silver 
and sends her photograph to the news- 
paper. She and her mother generally 
plan the ceremony, reception, and in- 
vitations. Her husband-to-be is included 
in few of these decisions and generally 
he couldn’t care less anyway. After all, 
this whole business is the culmination 
of a girl’s dreams, isn’t it? This is what 
she has been trained to look forward to 
her whole life. 

But what are the underlying implica- 
tions of this fantastically expensive ritual? 
Why does the woman receive so much 
more attention than the man who is to 
enter the same marriage estate? The wo- 
man has finally “caught her man”— that’s 
what she’s been learning how to do all 
her life and that’s all she’s really good 
for. The man is a human being with an 
identity of his own but the woman exists 
only to please and serve the male. Isn’t 
that why we’ve spent all these years 
rolling our hair, searching for just the 
right shade of lipstick, and drinking diet- 
Pepsi? Women must be beautiful and 



charming in order to catch the eye of 
that special guy. The man is focused 
on so little during the engagement-wed- 
ding bit because it is not equally as im- 
portant to him. Of course it is good for 
his career to have an attractive wife/ 
housekeeper and he probably loves her as 
well, but his work will take up most of 
his time and attention. The woman, how- 
ever, will devote herself to her husband; 
but the woman will never be as im- 
portant to the man, as he is to her— and 
rightfully so, if you adhere to our tradi- 
tion. The wedding is her beginning and 
end, her all in all, her loss of identity 
and personhood. It re-emphasizes what 
we’re told in all the ads: woman is an 
object to be observed and admired for her 
loveliness and charm, not her character 
or intellect. So on the wedding day the 
female adomes herself, to be radient 
and breath-taking when she is presented 
as a gift, a companion, a servant and lov- 
ing lap dog to her man. Symbolic of the 
whole operation, she looses her name— 
a name which she has grown up with 
for 19, 20, 21, or even 22 years. (It’s 
amazing that the loss isn’t more traumat- 
ic, but then we are conditioned well.) 
This act represents a loss of identity. 
No longer will she be an individual 
in her own right with her own name. 



The only identity and status and meaning 
she will have is through her husband. 

And what about after the wedding? 
Suddenly she finds that four years of 
college were for nothing. (Six semesters 
of French don’t help one do dishes). 
Staying up all night clanking out term 
papers, struggling hours on end to finally 
understand that physics all for nought. 
We begin to realize the only meaning 
college has for a female is to find “Mr. 
Right.” Unless you have typing skills or 
a teaching certificate, you might as well • 
forget trying to find a job. But society 
replies, “Things are better than ever 
for the woman. It’s now acceptable for a 
married woman to have a job. But all 
the while in subtle ways we are told 
“The woman’s place is in the home.’’ 
There are some jobs open because it may 
be necessary for a woman to work to put 
her husband through school or help while 
he is getting started in his job that is 
when she's not washing, cooking, clean- 
ing, blostering his ego and being beauti- 
ful. Anyway, someone has to fill the 
menial, tedious jobs while the men are 
busy with the important ones. And to 
add injury to insult, she is paid less for 
doing the same job with the same amount 
of education and skill as a man! 

Is the man to blame for everything? 



He is no more to blame than we are for 
accpeting it as the “way things are.” 
The man has a role he must play as well 
and is viewed with suspect if he deviates 
from it. Usually it is expected that he will 
eventually bear the burden of the finan- 
cial responsibility and to do so he must 
bear also the strain of constant compe- 
tition. 

Marriage or any form of union between 
two people should be a fulfilling exper- 
ience of mutual emotional support as well 
as mutual sharing of the income main- 
tenance, house-keeping and child-rearing 
tasks. Both people should be individuals 
who are seeking to develop their talents 
and individuality equally without forcing 
one of the partners to sacrifice her in- 
tellect, creativity and identity to serve 
the other. 

Let’s stop letting the merchants, the 
corporations, the TV commercials, and 
“tradition program us into a situation 
where our role is chosen for us — where 
our status is determined at birth by vir- 
tue of our sex. Let’s stop being objects 
which are judged on bosom-shape rather 
than depth of character. Let’s stop trying 
to be pretty "things” to be admired, 
but not to be taken seriously. Let’s make 
marriage and the man-woman relation- 
ship a more human experience.

patrol car and wandered off cas- 
ually, unquestioned by the police. 
Two other girls were similarly 
taken into custody. 

The crowd, now numbering 
75 to 100, walked quietly back 
to Lincoln Park to regroup. This 
was well after the park's closing 
time, but police made no effort 
to remove demonstrators. 

The conduct of the city po- 
lice seemed surprisingly re- 
strained, although at least one 
citizen reported seeing a police- 
man severely beat a downed dem- 
on strator. 

The echoes of the streets made 
it difficult to distinguish possible 
gun shots from erupting gas can- 



isters and breaking windows. 

There seems to be a definite 
underplay of Wednesday s events 
on the part of the established 
news media. This may be because 
few, if any, newsmen were on the 
scene during the tenser moment s 

The more moderate RYM II 
faction of SDS has refused to 
participate in the demonstra- 
tions. A spokesman explained by 
saying the violent overtones of 
the gathering were not in accord 
with RYM II‘s policy. 

Leaders of tonights demon- 
stration predicted many more par- 
ticipants for tomorrows contin- 
uation. The schedule includes
